TRADE FACED wink

Knock-Out Blow to 
4 Glove Industry. 


There are nearly fifty glove fac- 
tories, large and small, in Yeovil,, 
Somerset, and all of them are in 
despair, Up.te the middle of last | 
November, they were all prosper- 
ous; now they do not know where 
they are. That is. the result of 
the abolition of Safeguarding, 

Last year at this time, thera 
was not a glove-maker out of 
work in the avhole town. To-day 
are ‘600 glove, workers.on the hooks 
of the Labofig Exchange~a large 
number for so small a place ay 
this—and there will be more as 
time goes on. How many are out 
of work in the surrounding vil- 
Inges 1.do not know, says the 
Morning Post special correspon- 
dent. 

This state of affairs is due to 
the policy of the Government, and 
it is scarcely surprising thot | 
have failed to find anybody hero 
who has a good word to say for 
the Government, or for the Chan- 


eelloy of the Exchequer in parti 
cular. : 
The abolition of Safeguarding 


has hit work-people and employ- 
ers alike. 
[ asked one employer how 
would ‘describe the effect 
of the changé and he said that 
there was only one word for it— 
“Hell.” “That: short and sharp 
comment is fully endorsed by the | 
workers; who cannot understand 
why a Government calling itself a 
Labour Government should take 
work away from them, 
Shopheepers, Too. 

And it is not only the glove! 
trade that is hard hit, The shop- i 
keepers, whose prosperity depends | 
on the workpeople having money : 
to spend, are also heavy losers. { 

Orders began to fall off about’ 
four months ‘ago, when the mer: « 
chants, knowing that- the duty 
would be abdlished at the end of | 
the year, began to hold hack 
orders, in anticipation of the 
flood of cheap ‘stuff from the Con- 
tinent.

An official. statement in the 
House ‘#f 32Commons — shows 
how imports poured in, with 


the abolition of Safeguarding. In 
January, 1930, 39,069 dozen pairs 
of leather and fur gloves arrived 
in Britain, in January, 1931, 
that figure had become 143,917 
dozen pairs. 

More than half of the gloves in 
question. came from Italy. 

It is the same story with regard 
to cotton fabric gloves and other 


kinds of gloves, but these do not 


affect this town as they affect 
other parts of the country. 

Some of these imports were ac- 
counted for in a, curious way. 
Some London merchants had in 
stock before Christmas foreign. 
made gloves on which they had 
paid duty. Seeing that ‘the duty 
was to be atolished, they re-ex- 
ported them and got the drawback, 
to which they -were entitled froin 
the Government. After January 
1, when the duty was abolished, 
they again imported the same 
gloves, 

Even after making every allow- 
ance, however, for that sort of 
thing. it is obvious that the 
genuine importation of gloves 
from abroad increased enormous- 
ly with the abolition of Safeguard- 
ing and will increase  atill fur- 
ther. Although the biggest im- 
ports for January came from Italy, 
manufacturers are more: afraid of 
Czecho-Slovakia, which, according 
to their information, is laying it 
self out on/a large, scale to. cap- 
ture the British glove market.

PARENTS’ POSITION, 


‘Public. schools throvghout Bri- 
tain were discussing the cut in the 
grants to Officers’ Training Corpa, 
that was announced by Mr. Shaw, 
the Minister for War, in his speech 
on the Army Estimates in the 
House of Commons: ; 

Henceforth no boy under the age 
of 15 will be recognised as a mem- 
ber of an O.T.C., and there will be 
no grant for boys under 16.  Roys 
of 15 may go to camp with the 
O.T.C. but no boy will be supplied 
with equipment until he is 16, 
Parents of younger boys who wish 
them to enter the Corps must act 
on their own responsibility. 

“The smaller schools are the ones 
chiefly affected by the curtallment 
of the grants,” anid Major Haworth, 
commanding officer of Stowe School 
O.T.C. “But it is hardly likely 
that any of them will suffer any 
great reduction In numbers, for if 
the parents have to foot the bill 
entirely it only amounts to a few 
pounds a year, ‘ 

“At Stowe our subscription is 10s, 
a term and 30s, for the week at 
camp. We also receive a grant of 
£1 4s, 8d. for cach boy. You can 
see from this that if a father wishes 
his boy to join the Corps before he 
is 16 it ia not going to be a very 
expensive luxury.” 

Young Boys Not Encouraged. 

The cut in the -grants will have 
practically no effect on the Harrow 
School O.T.C., which consists chiefly 
of senior boys. 

“We do not encourage the young- 
er boys to join the Corps,” said Dr.

When the shield has been pushed 
forward eufficiently, these blocks 
which. are two and a_ half 
feet wide .and five feet long, 
are sect to form a_ ring 
around: the circumference of the 
tunnel. There are ten blocks to a 
ring with one of them acting o8 a 
keystone eo that the lining of con- 
crete, which is eighteen inches 
thick, withstands the pressure of 
the earth. . 

When one ring of blocks has bee: 
set in place, the shield pushes for- 
ward again until eufficlent progress 
has-been made to permit the in- 
sertion of another ring. On an 
average, an hour and a half fs re- 
quired to complete one shove for- 
ward and a half an hour to set up 
a ring of the cement blocks, Occa- 
sionally, however, it is necessary to 
take down a part of the bulkhead 
to remove boulders which are in the 
Une of progress. 

230, Blocks a Day. 

The conerete blocks are formed at 
the rate of 230 a day in a material 
plant that saw service in the manu- 
facture of shells during the war. 
They are made of cement manufac- 
tured by the Ford Motor Company 
out of slag from the plant blast 
furnaces, 

After the blocks have been set in 
place within the tunnel, steel forms 
are set up and filled with concrete 
to form a solid inner lining. This 
lining also {s elghteen inches thick 
so that the creumference of the 
circle is composed of a three-foot 
section of concrete. The aurface 
being smooth, will offer the least 
resistance to the free flow of the 
water. : ‘ 

Some idea of the tunnel and of 
the tremendous quantities of water 
consumed in the Ford planes may 
be gained by comparing its capacity 
with the water consumption of eome 
of the larger cities. 

At present the Rouge Plant is 
consuming half a billion gallons. of

CAR SERVICE. 


What Many People. 
Expect. 


The last few years have seen 
the introduction and development 
of a system of service in cars that 
are sold, and prospective owners 
have come to expect this service 
with but often a hazy idea of what]: 
they are really entitled to. Many 
people expect that everything that, 
goes wrong with the car within a 
certain time will be fixed free of 
charge. As a matter of fact, no- 
thing is done free of charge. 
Manufacturers have renlised that 
their products must have a good 
start in life, and, as a result, have 
added a little to the price of their 
cars in order that necessary work 
enn be entried out on the car by 
their own dealers or agents. This 
work has certain definite limits, 
and anything beyond thts is charg- 
ed to the customer in the usual 
way, 

Some car distributors have dif- 
feront methods of dispensing ser- 
vice,, but, on the whole, the scheme 
boils down to much the same 
thing, and ‘the intention of this 
article is to show just what may 
he expected under the heading of 
“free” service. First, it must ba 
explalned that,’ from the moment 
a new car is, put into service any 
repairs or adjustments must fall 
into one of three classes—freo 
service, maintenance, and war- 
ranty. 

Free service will include the 
initial adjustment of the brakes, 
controls, valves, &¢., necessitated 
hy their bedding in during the 
first few hundred miles of run- 
ning. :

Power .to Popularly 
Elected Government.” 


“ALL PEOPLE EQUAL.” 


Nanking, Yesterday. 

‘The draft igs published of 
China’s provisional Constitution, 
which will be submitted to the 
People’s Convention at Nanking on 
May 5 for discussion and adop- 
tion. . 

The preamble states that the 

National Government is desirous 
of promulgating the Constitution 
xo that the realisation of a con- 
stitutional Government will be 
accelerated and political power be 
restored to a popularly-elected 
‘Government. 
The document provides that 
China shall be a Republic with 
sovereignty vested in the people. 
During the period of political 
tutelage, according to the pro- 
gramme of, the late Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen, the Kuomintang will exer- 
cise its governing powers through 
the National Government on be- 
half of the people. 


Legal Safeguards. 


The draft provides that all the 
people shall be equal before the 
law, and shall only be arrested, 
imprisoned, tried or punished in 
accordance with law; and their 
houses and property shall not be 
subject to forcible entry, search 
or sealing except according to law. 

It confers on the people free- 
dom of assembly and formation | 
of associations, liberty of speech | 
and publication, freedom to form ! 
“occupational organisations” for 
bettering living conditions. 

It demands that citizens have a 
duty to pay taxes and undertake | 
military service. ! 

The National Government is to‘ 
have supreme command of the ; i 
military, naval and air forces, and | 
have power to declare war, nego- 
tiate peace and conclude treaties. 

Provincial Powers. 

The draft also provides that me | 
Provincial Governors shall 
under the National’ Grenua. ' 
except in Mongolia and Tibet, 
where “the system of local gov- 
ernment shall be determined in the 
light of local conditions.” 

‘All provincial sub-districts shall 
be governed by magistrates, and 
the people will be able to elect re- 
presentatives to the Natfonal 
People’s Congress. 

The National Government shall 
inaugurate employment bureaux 
and unemployment insurance, and 
take charge of thote permanently 
disabled.—Reuter.
